William S. W illi ams was horn on the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland. He graduated at Randolph 
Macon College in 1861, with the highest reputa- 
tion for integrity of character, and for faithful- 
ness and efficiency in every good work. Without 
money, and separated from his parents by hos- 
tile armies, of so excellent a character was he 
that friends rose up around him to supply him 
with the means for prosecuting his studies. A 
diligent student, he left the halls of college with 
a well-cultivated mind and large stores of valu- 
able knowledge. He entered the Virginia 
Annual Conference, on trial, in 1863, and 
was a most diligent and efficient laborer. 
He was one of the most pious young men of 
the Church. In public and in private, he 
at all times evinced the love of God as 
his motive, and the glory of God as his aim. 
With a meek and quiet, but earnest spirit, his 

E ower was felt wherever he went. He was a 
ght in the land, and an honor to the Church. 
His race was short, but well run. Separated 
from parents and the friends of his youth, in 
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his last sickness, he found true friends, and was 
strong for the last conflict. 

William Conker Blount was horn in the 
county of Norfolk, Virginia, about the year 
1820. He enjoyed the advantages of religious 
training in early life, and when a young man, 
or a mere youth, was converted to Goa. Be- 
lieving that he was inwardly moved by the 
Holy Ghost to take upon himself the office and 
work of a minister in the Church of God, he 
diligently devoted his leisure hours to the im- 
provement of his mind, and when released from 
secular engagements, entered Randolph Macon 
College, in order to prosecute his studies. He 
was received on trial in the Virginia Confer- 
ence in 1848, from which date, embracing the 
period of eighteen years, he was distinguished 
for fidelity, zeal, and success as an itinerant 
Methodist preacher. The death of Brother 
Blount was sudden, and the circumstances 
deeply affecting. On the morning of January 
16, 1866, while standing in his yard, in Ports- 
mouth, Virginia, he was struck by a ball from 
a musket in the hands of a colored boy. It was 
at first hoped, though his wound was considered 
serious, that he would recover ; but a mysteri- 
ous Providence decreed otherwise, and his seat 
in our midst is vacant, and his voice hushed in 
the silence of death. In consequence of his 
intense physical suffering, and a state of uncon- 
sciousness which supervened, it was found im- 
practicable to converse with him much on any 
subject; but, in answer to questions propounded, 
he gave the most satisfactory assurance of his 
readiness for death. But, to us, his life is the 
best evidence of his complete triumph over the 
last enemy. Brother Blount leaves behind a 
wife and one child. 

William Lee Dalby was born in Northamp- 
ton county, Virginia, July 6, 1825, and died in 
the same county, February 7, 1866. He was 
licensed to preach in 1848 ; joined the Virginia 
Conference in 1852, and was thenceforth a de- 
voted and efficient itinerant preacher until his 
death. He was a man of singular sweetness 
and simplicity of spirit, and wholly consecrated 
to God. The love of Christ constrained him. 
Few excelled him in fervid, effective eloquence. 
He won, in a high degree, the esteem and love 
of the people he served, and of his brethren in 
the ministry. His crown of rejoicing will be 
bright with many stars. In his last illness he 
was patient, resigned, peaceful. He had no 
ecstasy, but there was not the slightest doubt 
in his mind of his acceptance and salvation. 

Bedford B. Shelton died in the faith early 
in this year. He was transferred from the North 
Carolina to the Virginia Conference in the fall 
of 1858, and ordained an elder at that session. 
He labored faithfully and usefully among us as 
an itinerant minister from that time until God 
took him. He was a holy man and a good 
preacher. His end was peace. 

Robert Scott was one of the fathers of the 



Church in Virginia, and his labors and memory 
ran back to the heroic days of American Meth- 
odism. He was received into the Virginia Con- 
ference on trial in 1829, and was graduated to 
deacon’s and elder’s orders in the years 1831 
and 1833. For twenty-eight years he was an 
active, self-sacrificing laborer in our itinerant 
ministry, and retired to the relation of a super- 
numerary in the year 1857, when compelled to 
do so by his declining health and increasing in- 
firmities. Residing within the limits of Carolina 
Circuit, he cheerfully labored, to the full extent 
of his ability, in cooperation with the regular 
pastors, in edifying the Church. He died in the 
sixty-first year of nis age, honored and beloved 
of all who knew him. His death, resulting 
from a painful accident, was sudden and unex- 
pected to his friends. He died in the peace and 
triumphant hope of the gospel. 

Allen R. Bernard was born in the county 
of Fluvanna, October 9, 1795. Brought up 
under the tuition of pious parents, he embraced 
religion at an early age. In 1816, he was re- 
ceived on trial in the Virginia Conference, with 
which he held an effective relation for the period 
of many years. He commenced his ministry 
when there were but few Methodist preachers in 
Virginia, and when the life of an itinerant was 
one of peculiar hardship and toil. These he 
endured with a brave heart, and with self-sacri- 
ficing devotion to the cause of his Master. 
Brother Bernard was a plain, earnest, faithful 
preacher. His life was a living commentary on 
the truth which he preached. In all the rela- 
tions of social and domestic life, his piety shone 
with a steady light. Verily, of him it may be 
said, “ He being dead, yet speaketh.” On the 
9th of June, he was attacked with apoplexy, 
which entirely prostrated him, and greatly im- 
paired his mind. In his lucid moments he spoke 
very encouragingly of his prospects for heaven, 
and expressed himself as being ready for the 
solemn change which awaited him. When asked 
if he had any message to send to his brethren 
of the Conference, he replied, “ Nothing special ; 
tell them to be faithful. On the 16th of June, 
surrounded by his sorrowing family, he calmly 
closed his earthly probation, and “ fell asleep in 
Jesus.” 

John W. Wonnycutt, a native of the city of 
Portsmouth, was received into the Virginia An- 
nual Conference in the year 1858. Owing to 
some embarrassment, he retired for a season 
from the itinerant work, but in a short time re- 
entered the Conference, and faithfully performed 
till death all the duties of his holy calling. 
Brother Wonnycutt was one of the strong men 
of the Church, though, for several reasons, as 
we fear, unappreciated and unknown. He came 
among us with very limited literary attainments, 
and was for a time discouraged from the attempt 
to reach the high standard he had erected for 
himself, by injudicious advice. But he possessed 
a mind which could not long be chained. The 
eagle’s wing and eye were formed to soar above 
the clouds and gaze upon the sun ; and Brother 
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Wonnycutt soon learned his power, and was drew J. Coffmi 
moved to aspire toward his destiny.

James D. Cotjlling fell asleep in Jesus, No- 
vember 28, 1866, just before the close of this 
session of our Conference. He was a noble man, 
an earnest Christian, a faithful minister. He 
spent a useful life, and his end was peace. He 
was born in Richmond, Virginia, May 20, 1812. 
In his eighteenth year he was converted to God, 
and joined Trinity Church, in that city. He 
was soon engaged in efficient labors as a Sabbath- 
school teacher, a class-leader, and in any sphere 
which promised usefulness. In 1835, he began 
his itinerant ministry, under his Presiding El- 
der, the Rev. Moses Brock ; and the next year 
joined the Virginia Annual Conference. He 
served the Church diligently and successfully on 
circuits, stations, and districts, and, during the 
last year of his life, as President of the Wesleyan 
Female College, at Murfreesboro, North Caro- 
lina. For many years he was Secretary of our 
Conference. In all these relations he won our 
esteem, confidence, and love, in the highest de- 
gree. He was well educated and a hard student, 
especially in the classics and natural science. 
As a preacher, he was clear, vigorous, logical, 
searching, very strong and emphatic in applying 
the truth to the conscience. We can indorse his 
own statement, when he was near his end : “ No 
man can say that I have ever neglected an ap- 
pointment.” Honesty, conscientiousness, fidel- 
ity, earnestness, were the prominent features of 
his character, seen and read of all men. In his 
last illness, he was willing to live, yet ready to 
die. He anticipated eternal life with assured 
and joyous hope. Angels were around him; 
heaven opened unto him. He may be said to 
have died singing of “ Heaven, sweet heaven.”

David B. Nicholson. 1. 

David B. Nicholson was born in the county 
of Iredell, N. C., Feb. 1, 1809. At the age of 
nineteen, he became a subject of converting 
grace, and joined the M. E. Church. At the 
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session of the Virginia Conference, held in New- 
bern, in 1831, he was received on probation in 1 
the ministry, and at the proper time, graduated 
to the orders of deacon and elder. For the 1 
6pace of eleven years he filled various appoint- i 
ments, improving the gift that was in him, 
growing in strength of character, and acquiring 
increasing influence among the laity and minis- 
try. In 1842, he was appointed Presiding Elder 
of the Newbern District. For the next twenty- 
four years, until his death, he was continued in 
this office, except the years 1861 and 1862, when 
he was in charge of the Magnolia Circuit. Dur- 
ing this time, he presided over most of the Dis- 
tricts in the Conference. The confidence of his 
brethren was shown him in that, from 1850 until 
his health failed, he was elected to represent 
them in the successive General Conferences of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. Twice 
he was called to preside over his own Confer- 
ence, in the absence of the Bishops. In all his 
official career, in Quarterly, Annual, and Gen- 
eral Conferences, his prudence and soundness of 
judgment created a great confidence in his opin- 
ions upon all matters touching the interests of 
the Church. His business habits were so exact 
and wise that, from time to time, he was elected 
a trustee of all the institutions of the Church. 
His integrity in all departments of action was 
of a stern and lofty style. He dealt justly, 
he loved mercy, he walked humbly in the sight 
of his God. He was a good, faithful, devout 
man, a citizen without reproach, a Christian of 
great purity of heart and life. Up to the very 
time of his death, although he was a constant 
sufferer for months, he continued to fill his ap- 
pointments, and preach the word, and adminis- 
ter the affairs of the Newbern District, of which 
he was Presiding Elder when called away. His 
last sermon was preached at Jerusalem, on the 
Snow Hill Circuit. From this appointment he 
returned home to die. A most blessed and 
peaceful death closed his honorably useful life. 
He had arranged all his personal affairs 
minutely. He had set his house in order. 
He knew that his work was done. His daily 
prayer was that he might cease at once to work 
and live. He conducted service with his family 
until the third day before his departure, which 
occurred on Sabbath evening, April 15, 1866. 
In his last religious exercises at his home, he 
prayed fervently for the Church, and most affec- 
tionately for all his brethren in the ministry, 
and especially for the North Carolina Confer- 
ence. The General Conference was then in ses- 
sion in New Orleans. For each of the delegates 
from North Carolina, by name, he offered special 
and earnest prayer. The sensation produced 
upon the General Conference when the telegram 
announcing his death was read by one of the 
Bishops, attested the love and respect with 
which that body regarded our dear, departed 
brother. Thus lived and died one of the most 
eminent of our ministers, leaving the legacy of 
a blameless life, and of a most peaceful death, 
as a precious treasure of example to those who 
still remain in the patience and sufferings of the 
ministry.

Cornelius McIjEOD died at his residence, in 
Richland District, April 9, 1866. In the death 
of this good man, the Church has sustained a 
great loss. Having attended school but a few 
weeks in his life, he succeeded, nevertheless, by 
hard study and close application, to large ac- 
quirements. Without the assistance of an in- 
structor, he acquired a knowledge of several of 
the ancient ana modern languages. At the time 
of his death, he was engaged in translating a 
book of sermons from the French. Devoted to 
books, very industrious, and having a retentive 
memory, he was pronounced by capable judges, 
“one of the best read men of his age.” But our 
brother possessed that which was far more im- 
portant than human learning — a sanctified heart. 
When but a boy, he joined the Church, and at 
the early age of sixteen, was licensed to exhort. 
Entering the Conference in 1837, he was or- 
dained deacon in 1839, and elder in 1844. For 
nearly thirty years he was a faithful and zeal- 
ous laborer in his Master’s vineyard — through 
heat and cold, over mountains and in swamps, 
in the city and in the country, to the learned 
and the unlearned, he preached Jesus and the 
resurrection. His last appointment was to the 
Richland Fork Mission, on which he labored ac- 
ceptably until stricken down by disease. When 
rendered unfit for the more active duties of his 
calling, he retired to his study to prepare for 

f reater usefulness in the event of his recovery. 

le was a successful laborer, and was much be- 
loved by those for whom he labored. Remark- 
ably amiable, he won, without effort, the affec- 
tions of those with whom he was associated; 
and now, though he has passed away, he lives 
in the hearts of his people. Doubtful as to the 
time of his natural birth, he was very certain 
that on the 15th of July, 1832, Cornelius Mc- 
i Leod was born of God. Much of his success in 

the ministry may be attributed to his sound 
Christian experience. He could say with Saint 
2 



Paul, that he knew the gospel to be the power 
of God unto salvation to every one that believ- 
eth. Through life, he took the word of God as 
the man of his counsel. In preparing for the 
great work of the ministry, he followed closely 
the instructions of Paul to Timothy, and “ studied 
to show himself approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly divid- 
ing the word of truth ; ” and when the time of 
hi3 departure was at hand, he could say with 
the former, “ I have fought a good fight ; I have 
finished my course; I have kept the faith.” 
During a long and painful illness, which he bore 
with Christian fortitude and patience, he testi- 
fied that the grace which he had so often recom- 
mended to others was sufficient for him. 

William Adney McSwain was born in Mont- 
gomery (now Stanley) county, North Carolina, 
November 5, 1814; was converted at Center 
Camp-ground, in Center (now Albemarle) Cir- 
cuit, South Carolina Conference, September 28, 
1831 ; joined the Methodist Church in October 
following, at New Hope, or Ugly Creek — since 
superseded by a new house of worship, called 
Cedar Grove ; was married January 24, 1833, to 
Miss Elizabeth Randle ; was licensed to preach 
May 21, 1836, at Mount Carmel, in the same 
circuit, and was admitted on trial in the South 
Carolina Conference, during the session which 
closed the ecclesiastical-year of 1838. He la- 
bored as junior preacher, in 1839, on Montgom- 
ery ; in 1840, on Rockingham Circuit ; was 
ordained deacon, in Camden, at the ensuing ses- 
sion of the Annual Conference. He was in 
charge of appointments henceforward to the 
end of his laborious life. After serving on Ma- 
rion Circuit in 1841 and 1842, he was ordained 
elder at Cokesbury. In 1843, he labored on 
Pleasant Grove Circuit ; in 1844 and 1845, on 
Rutherford Circuit ; in 1846 and 1847, on Union 
Circuit; in 1848, on Newberry Circuit; in 1849 
and 1850, on Black Swamp Circuit ; in 1851 and 

1852, served Trinity Church, Charleston; in 

1853, Spartanburg Station ; in 1854, on Union 
Circuit ; in 1855 and 1856, on Newberry Sta- 
tion ; for 1857, he w T as Tract Agent for the Con- 
ference at large; in 1858, on Union Circuit; for 
1859-62, he served as Presiding Elder on the 
Cokesbury District ; during 1S63-64, he labored 
on Ninety-six Circuit ; and in 1865, he labored 
on Laurens Circuit. At the last session of the 
Conference, he was reappointed to Laurens Cir- 
cuit. Not having sufficiently recovered from 
physical affliction, he failed to attend the last 
session of the Conference, when he w r as rea.D- 
pointed to Laurens Circuit. This is the only 
time, during a membership of twenty-seven 
years, when he did not answer at roll-call the 
first day of each session. Though the Confer- 
ence was deprived of his cheering presence and 
helping counsel and labors, he continued to 
labor on his charge, connecting by preaching 
the last with the present Conference-year. The 
intelligence of his reappointment found him al- 
ready at work. In his habitual punctuality 
and characteristic cheerfulness, he began the 
labors of the year with even more than ordi- 
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nary zeal and hope. On November 26 — the 
Sabbath-day — he was traveling to an appoint- 
ment with his colleague, whose horse became so 
frightened at the running of a cow at the road- 
side as to induce Brother McSwain to leap from 
his buggy for safety. Not clearing the buggy 
successfully, he fell, with his weight mainly on 
one leg, which was broken just above the ankle. 

By early aid, the limb was set, and he was car- 
ried to his home at the parsonage, in Laurens- 
ville, the next day. His suffering was intense. 
The skill of physicians and attention of friends 
were unavailing ; typhoid diarrhoea supervened, 
and at fifteen minutes after one o’clock, Jan. 1, 
1866, he died “in great peace” and strong hope. 
Repeatedly and with emphasis, he declared he 
had not served God in vain ; and, in anticipation 
of the saint’s rest, so long the object of his 
hope, but now nearly seen, he employed some of 
his last moments and waning strength in an- 
nouncing, though in low accents, the character 
of the state upon which he was now entering. 

“ plorv ! glory ! ” was his pass- word as he crossed 
the river Jordan. He has entered into rest. 
Besides the trustworthiness indicated in his ap- 
pointments, he served as a delegate to the last 
two sessions of the General Conference, and was 
elected to that which was to meet in 1862, and 
was at the time of his death President of the 
Sunday-school Society of the South Carolina Con- 
ference. Few men, with similar disadvantages, 
ever attained that measure of ability, degree of 
eminence, and width of popularity, which con- 
stituted that honor which was so cheerfully and 
universally awarded by the Church and world 
to this self-made man. His gifted and vigorous 
mind, early and late, eagerly sought to know 
“the wisdom and reason of things.” In the 
itinerant university , in his voluminous and va- 
ried reading, and in his critical observation, he 
learned much where others would not have seen 
the lesson. His excellent common sense, and 
acquaintance with human nature, enabled him, 
in his sagacity, to move smoothly among men, 
and to dispose wisely of things. He could do 
these as well as he could read hooks and preach 
sermons. Possessed of great versatility of ge- 
nius, gifted with rare social qualities and con- 
versational powers, and blessed with a singular 
descriptive faculty, he was well qualified, from 
his vast fund of general information, to give 
life, interest, and edification to the fireside or 
social circle. His flexible and suasive mind 
could, without any apparent effort, so adjust 
itself to any society, condition, or subject, as to 
make it manifest that he was, and that the com- 
pany were, at home. His appearance in the 
pulpit, his engaging address, flow of language, • 
ana tone of voice, and ease and naturalness of 
manner, his own interest in the subject, with 
the general persuasiveness of his style, gave to 
his sermons, which evinced much thought and 
research, a popularity which was only equaled 
by the great popularity of the preacher himself. 
He was a popular divine with all sects of Chris- 
tians, and all classes of people. In his great 
desire to know the reason ot things, to under- 
stand the relations and dependencies of the phe- 



nomena of matter and mind, he cultivated, espe- 
cially in the latter years of his ministry, the 
metaphysical propension of his mind. Feeling 
called mainly to enlighten , it was his delight to 
show the reasons for, and the wisdom in, the facts 
and laws of mind and matter, and lead the au- 
dience to perceive the grand agreement in the 
works, providence, and laws of God the Creator. 
But he was none the less able in preaching 
Christ, and him crucified. The same ability ana 
learning were manifest in the “foundations” of 
the Christian’s hope, the necessity of a revela- 
tion, the divinity, death, resurrection, and ex- 
altation of Christ. According to his own oft- 
uttered sentiment, for what he was, and what 
he did, and what he hoped to be, and have, and 
do, in the future of time and eternity, he was 
wholly indebted to God and his Church. He 
left, with four children, a devoted, sincere Chris- 
tian wife, who, throughout his ministerial life, 
shared without complaining the labors and sac- 
rifices of the itinerant life. The mother and chil- 
dren are all in the Methodist Church, and more 
than others can they feel the heavy loss sus- 
tained in the death of the devoted and affection- 
ate husband and father. A pious and useful 
citizen, a hard Christian student, an able minis- 
ter of the gospel, and, by God’s gifts and grace, 
a self-made, a great and good man, has fallen. 
Truly, he fell at his post. 

Hilliard Crawford Parsons died of con- 
sumption, in Wadesboro, N. C., Jan. 29, 1866. 
He was born in Sumter District, Feb. 28, 1824, 
and joined the South Carolina Conference, Jan- 
uary, 1847. During his connection with the 
Conference, he was sent to the following ap- 
pointments, viz. : In 1847, Bladen Circuit; 1848, 
Wilmington Station; 1849, Union Circuit; 1850, 
Greenville Station; 1851 and 1852, Camden 
Station; 1853, Columbia, Marion Street; 1854, 
Charleston, Trinity; 1855, Cheraw Station ; 1856 
and 1857, Charlotte District; 1858, Camden Sta- 
tion; 1859, Shelby District; 1860, Wadesboro 
Station. At the last Conference held in Colum- 
bia, in 1860, he took a supernumerary relation, 
which he sustained until his death. He was 
one of the children of the Church — his father 
having been one of her ministers, and in the 
absence of positive information, we take it for 

g ranted that his mother was one of her mem- 
ers. Yielding to the gracious influences which 
were brought to bear upon him, he remembered 
his Creator in the days of his youth, and conse- 
crated himself to his service. Here commenced 
a Christian life, which was distinguished for de- 
votion to the Church, and arduous duties per- 
formed in her service ; the power of pulpit min- 
istrations, and the success with which they are 
crowned ; the intensity of physical sufferings, 
and the patience with which they were borne. 
But this life was not more remarkable for the 
devotion, suffering, efforts, and achievements, 
which marked its progress, than for the grandeur 
of its peaceful and triumphant close. He loved 
the Church of his choice. He admired her gov- 
ernment, usages, and doctrines. There was no 
feature of this Methodistic economy which he 
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admired more than the itinerancy. Could he 
have followed the inclinations of his own heart, 
he would have fallen in the itinerant ranks. 
But that fatal disease seized him, and for years 
he gradually declined, until he saw the neces- 
sity of changing his relation, and taking a field 
less extensive and less exacting in its claims. 
In this new field he watched the interests in- 
trusted to his guardianship, and “ wielded a two- 
edged blade, of heavenly temper keen,” until his 
Captain bade him “ quit the sword and take the 
crown.” When in health, his cheerfulness, amia- 
bility, affable manners, and superior conversa- 
tional powers, combined to make him an orna- 
ment in the social circle ; while his intelligence, 
gentlemanly deportment, and exalted Ghristian 
virtues, made him an influential, useful member 
of the community in which he lived. Endowed 
with a vigorous intellect, and indefatigable ener- 
gies, and having trained his mind to habits of 
patient thought, and this intellect, energy, and 
thought having been quickened, sanctified, and 
directed by Divine grace, it is not wonderful that 
his ministry was characterized by ability and 
success. Those who had the pleasure of hearing 
him in his best days, can bear testimony to his 
ability, and the scores who have been converted 
under his ministry, a number of whom are mem- 
bers of this Conference, are the living witnesses 
of his success. His favorite pulpit themes were 
the cardinal doctrines of the New Testament, as 
taught by his Church. He seemed to have a 
clear conception of these truths, and before the 
great congregation he defended them with abil- 
ity, and urged them with singular pathos and 
power. He happily united the qualities of the 
able debater ana the attractive orator. His 
propositions were clearly stated, and sustained 
t>y the conclusive reasoning of the one, and suf- 
ficiently adorned by the embellishments of the 
other. This rare combination rendered him one 
of the most popular preachers in the Conference. 
He possessed the rare gift of pleasing the differ- 
ent classes. The leading characteristics of his 
preaching were elegance, strength, and unction. 
His sermons were remarkable for the uniformity 
of their excellence. Nearly every effort was a 
success. Nor was he distinguished alone for the 
ability and success of his pulpit ministrations, 
but for his wisdom in council and administra- 
tive capacity. But in the meridian of life, he 
was removed. from the itinerant’s extensive field 
to the invalid’s limited sphere — from the pulpit 
to the sick-room. In his affliction and death, he 
exemplified the truth of that he had preached 
in life. One of the most prominent features of 
his Christian character was his unshaken confi- 
dence in the atonement. He would often say, 
“All I have is nothing ; I trust only in Christ 
for salvation.” Several days before his death, 
he did not seem to enjoy as much ecstasy as he 
had done, owing, doubtless, to his great mental 
anxiety about his family, and his intense phys- 
ical suffering ; yet he would say, “I trust in 
Christ for the future.” When asked if he en- 
joyed the same comfort he had spoken of be- 
fore, he replied, “Peace! peace!” He was a 
great sufferer, but he was patient to the end.

Often when his frail frame was writhing in in- 
tense agony, he would express a desire to die ; 
but on reflection, he would say, in the language 
of his suffering Master, “ Not my will, but thine 
be done.” A short time before he died, at his 
request his family came very near his bedside, ' 
and he gave them his dying charge, and breathed 
on them his dying prayer. He spoke tenderly 
to his sorrowing wife, and told her to train the 
children in 'the fear of God. He took each of 
his children by the hand, and gave them a 
father’s counsel and blessing. When the young- 
est was brought, he looked upon the dear little 
boy with a solicitude which only a parent could 
feel, and breathed a most touching prayer for 
him. He then said, “ I feel that I have trusted 
in the Saviour, and that I have not trusted him 
in vain. I believe I shall soon come off more 
than conqueror, and be at rest. Glory to God ! ” 
On being asked if he had any message to send 
to the Conference, or to any of its individual 
members, he replied,. “ I would like to send mes- 
sages to several of my friends if I had strength 
to talk ; but I want them all to understand that 
I died in the faith of the gospel, praising Him 
for all that is past, and trusting Him for all that 
is to come.” 

John Wesley Miller was born in the city 
of Charleston, Oct. 27, 1829, and died in the vil- 
lage of Darlington, S. C., June 29, 1866. Our 
beloved brother was remarkable through life for 
his ardent piety, his love of purity, and devotion 
to principle. He was “blameless and harm- 
less” from early childhood until the hour of his 
dismission from the toils and cares of earth. 
One of his brethren in the ministry, who was 
his playmate in childhood, his companion in 
college, and his colleague in Conference, says of 
him : “ I never heard nim utter a word, I never 
saw him do an act, that was unchristian or im- 
proper.” When a little boy, he was so good and 
entle that he seemed to be a wanderer from a 
etter world seeking for his home. In college, 
his seriousness, his conscientiousness, his manly 
avowal of Christian principles, his fondness for 
things spiritual and themes Divine, subjected 
him to no small amount of persecution, which 
he bore with the meekness of a true disciple of 
the Lamb of God, “continuing steadfast and 
unmovable.” He entered the ministry in 1850, 
and was, as licentiate, deacon, and elder, on cir- 
cuits, stations, missions, and in the army as 
chaplain of hospitals, always the same faithful, 
devoted servant of the Saviour, ever an uncom- 
promising champion of the cross. He sought 
occasions to work, and speak, and think for 
Christ. Duty was Wesley Miller’s delight — la- 
bor, his refreshment. Large-hearted-, progres- 
sive, and hopeful, he rejoiced to see signs of 
Church-extension, and cordially favored meas- 
ures looking to the more extensive diffusion of 
Wesleyan theology, which he believed to be 
“Christianity in earnest,” the spirit of Jesus in 
the souls of believers. Feeling the importance 
of mental culture, he was an active, deeply in- 
terested member of literary societies, a warm 
friend of our schools and colleges. As a teacher, 
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our brother spared no pains to instruct his pu- 
pils, striving by various expedients, and with 
unwearied patience, to allure the young to the 
fountains of knowledge. An admirable Sunday- 
school superintendent, his lectures to the scholars 
were adapted to their capacities, and fed the 
Lord’s lambs. As a preacher, he was lucid, ear- 
nest, practical, simple, and loving. The pre- 
ciousness of Jesus to believers was his favorite 
theme. Our dear brother was a tender hus- 
band, one of the fondest of fathers, and when 
we think of his filial and fraternal love, we re- 
member that excessive labor and care for his aged 
parents and beloved sisters caused his death. 
The throbbings of his heart burst the frail 
physical structure that encased it. Dying, his 
mind was clear. He said, “ I have no care, no 
anxiety on my mind.” All fear of death was 
gone, and he declared to his brother in the min- 
istry, who conversed with the departing saint, 
“ I nave no ecstasy, but perfect peace.” In the 
river of death, he looked back joyously, saying, 
“ How sweet it is to die ! ” “I am glad that I 
was born to die ! ” “Sweet heaven ! ” An angel 
from that sweet heaven might write upon his 
tomb, “ Called, chosen, and faithful.” 

John David Weaver Crook was born in 
Orangeburg District, S. C., Oct. 6, 1820, and died 
May 1, 1866. He embraced religion, and joined 
the M. E. Church, when about twenty-two years 
of age, and subsequently he received license from 
the Quarterly Conference of the Cypress Circuit. 



He exercised his office for several years as a local 
preacher, to the satisfaction and profit of his 
hearers; and at the close of the year 1851, he 



industrious, and zealous. He never flinched 
from duty, and was always ready to go where 
the Church and the Master called him, whether 
it was to preach the gospel to the high and in- 
telligent, or to the humblest slave on our colored 
missions — whether in the more healthy regions 
of our Conference, or in the miasmatic swamps 
of the extreme low country, where many of our 
brethren have offered their lives upon tne altar 
of God. But our dear Brother Crook has fin- 
ished his work. He died at his post. He has 
gone to his reward.

■was admitted on trial in the South Carolina Con- 
ference, by the unanimous consent of that body. 
He labored faithfully, and studied diligently, 
and was ordained deacon and elder respectively 
as ’ soon as he became eligible. In 1852 and 

1853, he served the Cooper River Circuit; in 

1854, 1855, 1856, 1857, 1858, and 1859, Savan- 
nah River Mission; in 1860 and 1861, Walter- 
boro Circuit; in 1862 and 1863, Providence Cir- 
cuit; in 1864, Black Swamp Circuit; in 1865, 
he was appointed to St. Bartholomew’s Circuit. 
But on the advance of the Federal army in Jan- 
uary, he left, and returned to his native district 
for refuge, where he spent the remaining part 
of the year in teaching school, and preaching at 
the surrounding churches as opportunity offered. 
He was sent the present year to Eastern Orange 
Circuit, where he arrived in good time, and en- 
tered upon his work faithfully and zealously, 
and was well received by his people. About 
two weeks before his death, he was attacked 
with a severe stroke of paralysis, and was al- 
most totally unconscious throughout his illness. 
But whenever there was a period of partial 
consciousness, he would give evidences of his 
resignation to the will of his Master, and his 
readiness to depart; and having given some di- 
rections in reference to his burial, and the edu- 
cation of his children, he calmly fell asleep in 
Jesus. Brother Crook was a good man, kind, 
sociable, and agreeable in the various relations ; 
and as a minister of the gospel, he was pious,

J. J. M. Mapp was born in Jasper county, 
Ga., Dec. 1, 1812, and died in Monroe county, 
Ga., Dec. 5, 1865. He made a profession of 
religion about 1838, and joined the Georgia 
Conference in January, 1841. He traveled 
but a few years, when his health failed, and 



he was placed upon the superannuated list, 
where he remained until the date of his death. 
For many years prior to this event, Brother 
Mapp had been the subject of a physical disor- 
der of a most distressing nature. With great 
emphasis and propriety he could have said, “ I 
am the man that hath seen affliction.” But this 
experience of affliction, like a dark background, 
only rendered more conspicnons the many vir- 
tues that adorned his character. His fortitude 
under suffering, his patience under chronic dis- 
ease, and his cheerfulness under the steady and 
recognized approach of death, were a happy 
illustration of the power and the preciousness of 
Divine grace. While laboring under his peculiar 
bodily infirmity, he preached but little ; but be- 
fore this period of comparative inefficiency, his 
preaching was acceptable to the people, and at- 
tended with a good measure of success. Although 
not endowed with mental talents of the first 
order, yet the amiability of his disposition, the 
purity of his life, and the earnest tone of his 
iety, gave him a commanding influence with 
is hearers. The encomium passed upon Na- 
thanael by the Divine Master would apply to 
Brother Mapp : “ In whom there is no guile.” 
By the unexceptionable testimony of the entire 
section in which he lived, he was a good man — 
a holy man. Delicate and difficult as it is to be 
a Christian, it may still be said of Brother Mapp, 
he was an “ ornament to his profession.” The 
end of such a man might be anticipated. The 
report of his death comes to us in a single word, 
but that word indicates a most happy departure. 
He died in triumph. “Thanks be unto God 
which giveth us the victory.” 

John Simmons, son of James and Elizabeth 
Simmons, was born in Hancock county, Nov. 
6, 1791, and died in Upson county, Dec. 12, 
1865. In his nineteenth year, he made a pub- 
lic profession of faith in Christ, and attached 
himself to the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
About five years after, he applied for admission 
into the South Carolina Conference, and after an 
examination in doctrine and discipline by the 
apostolic Bishop Asbury, he was received, and 
assigned to the Black River Circuit. From 
Black River he was removed, at the expiration 
of the Conference-year, to Lincolnton Circuit, 
North Carolina, ana from Lincolnton to* the Cy- 
ress Circuit, South Carolina. During this year 
e married Mrs. Elizabeth Pooser, of Colleton 
District, with whom he lived forty-three years 
in uninterrupted domestic felicity. From the 
Cypress Circuit he was removed to the Apalachee 
Circuit, in Georgia, a work so vast in its area 
that it embraced appointments in Greene, Clarke, 
Oglethorpe, Morgan, and Jackson counties. To 
meet the demands of such a field required periods 
of absence from home too frequent and protracted 
to be compatible with the obligations of a hus- 
band and father, or the claims of a family. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that at the close of 
his first year on this circuit, Brother Simmons 
deemed it his duty to locate. But though local, 
he continued to evince the same zeal and ac- 
tivity that had distinguished him while in 
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the traveling connection. In Henry county, 
whither he removed in 1822, then a wild frontier 
region without churches and ministers, he began 
to make appointments and organize societies, 
and even erected a church at his own expense, 
which still remains a memorial of his beneficent 
piety. From Henry he removed to Pike county, 
in 1830, and was there, as elsewhere, the un- 
compromising and untiring advocate of sound 
morals and evangelical Christianity. On one 
occasion, when a poor inebriate had found a 
lodging beneath his hospitable roof, on the mor- 
row when he departed, he inquired of his host 
what he charged. “ I charge you in the name 
of God,” said the good old man, “ never to drmk 
any more.” A word fitly spoken, how good is 
it! Says the wise man, “ It is like apples of gold 
in pictures of silver.” The miserable drunkard 
went away, and sinned no more. In 1836, he 
removed to Newton county, to secure for his 
children the educational advantages afforded by 
the Manual-labor School, which was ultimately 
superseded by Emory College. There he enjoyed 
the pleasure of seeing three of his sons attain to 
collegiate honors; and, what was still more 
gratifying, he lived to see two of them sent to 
preach the unsearchable riches of Christ to the 
gold-diggers of California. This was an honor, 
of which any man might have been justly proud. 
The Lord never had but one Son, said an old 
Scotch divine, and he made a preacher of him. 
In 1847, Brother Simmons was readmitted into 
the Georgia Conference, and continued to per- 
form the functions of an itinerant preacher until 
the failure of his health compelled him to desist, 
and submit to a superannuated relation. I saw 
him about a month before his death, said a cler- 
ical brother, and found him full of faith and the 
Holy Ghost, ripe and ready for his change. It 
occurred suddenly, and without suffering, in the 
seventy-fifth year of his age, and fifty-first of 
his ministry. 

Allen Turner closed his long and useful life 
at Palmetto, Ga., Nov. 24, 1866, in the seventy- 
fifth year of his age. He entered the Confer- 
ence in 1812, and continued a worthy and useful 
member of this body until his connection with 
it was dissolved by death. During his ministe- 
rial career — covering a period of more than fifty 
years — about one-half of his time was employed 
m active, zealous itinerant labors. For the re- 
maining period of twenty-five or thirty years, 
he was superannuated ; but at no time was he 
ever an idler in his Master’s vineyard. Super- 
annuated, or effective, he was always consecrated 
to one work — at home, abroad, everywhere. 
Instant in season and out of season, he never 
faltered in the paths of duty, but adopting the 
apostolic and Wesleyan model of Christian use.- 
fulness, he went from place to place, from house 
to house, reproving, exhorting, admonishing all 
with whom he had intercourse. Few men have 
shown a greater singleness of purpose to do 
good, to glorify God, to win souls, to build up 
the Church, than did this devoted servant of the 
Lord God. His preaching was plain, practical, 
earnest, and often impressive, weighty, and sol- 



emn. An unfortunate concentration of mind 
upon a few specialties was the great fault of his 
ministry. But what he preached, he preached 
faithfully — what he did, he did well ; and many, 
no doubt, will be the stars in his crown of re- 
joicing in the great day of reward. The analy- 
sis of his Christian character will present but 
few elements — embrace but a limited number of 
particulars. It was what has been happily de- 
nominated “ angular ” — presenting no curves, 
no sinuosities — but a few straight lines, meeting 
at one point: a stem, inflexible adherence to the 
convictions of duty and truth. And it mattered 
not whether these convictions of duty took hold 
upon what others deemed as trifles, or involved 
the deepest principles of the religious life, he al- 
ways held them with unyielding tenacity, and 
practiced them with scrupulous fidelity. To us of 
the present generation, the character of Brother 
Turner appeared at times like a fossil formation 
of the primitive ages of Methodism, when moral 
heroes were made ; but around it were crystal- 
ized some of the brightest, richest ge ms of the 
Christian life. He had his faults ; but many of 
them “ leaned to virtue’s side.” He had his ec- 
centricities ; but they were the eccentricities of 
a soul out of sympathy with every form of world- 
liness and folly. Fie may have had his mistaken 
views, but they were the honest promptings of a 
mind profoundly jealous for the honor of God. 
Sometimes he was thought to be harsh and cen- 
sorious in his intercourse with others — perhaps, 
at times, toward his brethren in the ministry — 
but no one could fail to note that these seeming 
asperities were greatly modified and softened 
with declining years. The influence of a grow- 
ing piety seemed to throw an increasing tender- 
ness and gentleness around his character toward 
the close of life, as the evening twilight mellows 
into quiet beauty the outlines of the rugged 
landscape. Summing all up together, Brother 
Turner was a man of God — a faithful servant of 
the Lord Jesus Christ — a laborious minister — an 
apostolic Christian. The governing principles 
of his life were strong faith, ardent zeal, stern 
morality, religious fidelity, and an uncompro- 
mising hatred for sin in all its forms. His record 
through life was that of a truly righteous man, 
who feared God and kept his commandments 
with diligence. And when, at last, the sum- 
mons came that called the aged pilgrim home, 
it found him ready. He had toiled long in the 
Master’s vineyard, and the time of rest was wel- 
come. The veteran soldier of the cross had done 
his duty, and gladly obeyed the summons of the 
Captain of his salvation to enter upon the vic- 
tor’s reward. Thus, with life’s duties done, life’s 
labors o’er, the good old man “fell asleep in Je- 
sus,” and “ his end was peace.” He has gone to 
enjoy “the inheritance of the saints in light” — 
to join the company of the redeemed, who “ have 
washed their robes and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb ; ” and left us, who survive 
him, the example and memory of a holy life and 
a useful ministry. 

John F. Berry, son of Nathan and Eliza 
Berry, was born in Twiggs county, Ga., in 1837. 
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He was converted and joined the Church at a 
meeting in Jeffersonville, conducted by the Rev. 
Samuel Anthony, in 1853. In an interview 
with Brother Anthony a short time previous to 
his death, he spoke with the greatest pleasure of 
the fact that all who joined the Church with 
him at that meeting were still living exemplary 
members of the Church. Immediately subse- 
quent to his conversion, he was deeply impressed 
that he must preach the gospel. As a prepara- 
tory step to assuming such an important obliga- 
tion, he was licensed to exhort in 1857. After 
having exercised the functions of an exhorter 
for one year, he was licensed to preach in June, 

1858. At the close of this year, he joined the 
Georgia Annual Conference at Columbus. In 

1859, he was appointed to the Cusseta Circuit 
as j unior preacher. In the same relation he was 
sent to the Harris and Talbot Circuit in 1860. 
He was appointed to the Darien Station in 1861. 
Here* he was married to Miss Susie Sherman; 
and in regard to this union, we may say that 
but few happier alliances of this nature have 
ever been formed. In the great work he was 
prosecuting with such zeal and diligence, he 
found her an helpmeet indeed, ever ready and 
willing to do all she could to promote his own 
happiness, and the welfare of the Church. He 
served the Butler Circuit in 1862 and 1863; and 
was appointed to the Ellaville Circuit in 1864, 
1865, and 1866. He was filling this appoint- 
ment with great acceptability and usefulness, 
the current year, when our Heavenly Father, 
by a providence now inscrutable to us, called 
him from the labors and toils of earth to the re- 
wards of the good and faithful in heaven. On 
the 5th of September, after having conducted a 
prayer-meeting, at the Baptist Church, Ellaville, 
he returned to the parsonage, took his seat near 
a window, and began to read to his wife an 
article from the Advocate : while thus engaged, 
he was stricken by lightning and instantly 
killed. In such an hour as he thought not the 
Bridegroom came, but he was ready to go out 
and meet him. The soldier was at his post, and 
had only to lay aside the armor of warfare for 
the crown and scepter of the victor. In Brother 
Berry’s life there were blended many excellent 
traits of character. He was unaffectedly modest. 
Possessing a mind of native vigor and strength, 
and having by an assiduous application to study 
acquired a fund of knowledge which reflected 
great credit upon one of his age and experience, 
and meeting wherever he went manifold evi- 
dences of the love and appreciation of the people 
among whom he labored, he nevertheless al- 
ways esteemed others better than himself, and 
seemed to labor under a deep and constant sense 
of incompetency to fill the important sphere of 
duty to which he had been called. The sweet- 
ness of temper he ever manifested won for him 
the love of all who knew him. But his piety 
was the crowning excellence of his charac- 
ter. His conversion was the most thorough 
and satisfactory. Subsequent to this great 
change, no disturbing doubt as to its genuine- 
ness could interrupt the repose of his spirit; its 
reality was a fact imbedded in his very con- 



sciousness, and was the foundation of that zeal 
and fidelity which he displayed through the 
whole course of his ministry. He ran a short 
but a most glorious and triumphant race, and 
while we deeply mourn the loss of one who gave 
such promise of usefulness to the Church, we 
have the comforting assurance left us that death 
to him was immediate, consummate, eternal gain.

Fowler, a deacon, also had withdrawn without 
returning his credentials.

Thomas H. Capers, Francis M. Wilson, Mah- 
lon Bedell. 3. 

Thomas H. Capers was born in Sumter Dis- 
trict, S. C., March 27, 1811, and died in Monticello, 
Fla., Oct. 15, 1866. He was the son of the Rev. 
Gabriel Capers, and nephew of the late Bishop 
Capers. Reared under religious advantages, 
£fhd yielding to the influence of grace and the 
Holy Spirit, he was converted, joined the M. E. 
Church, and at the early age of 19 years, en- 
tered the ministry in the Georgia Conference. 
In 1839, he was transferred to the Alabama 
Conference, from which he was elected to the 
first General Conference of the M. E. Church, 
South. In both Conferences he was eminently 
successful in winning souls to Christ. In 1S46, 
he was appointed to Centenary Church, St. 
Louis, Mo. But though the Lord blessed his 
labors in this important field, pecuniary embar- 
rassments compelled him to locate, and turn to 
the practice of medicine, and to teaching — 
which he felt were avocations akin to the work 
of the ministry. Yet his secular employments 
did not cause him to cease the regular use of his 
gifts and graces as a preacher. But he was not 
satisfied tnat he was fulfilling his call to the 
work. His feelings on this point were ex- 
pressed in terms of regretful earnestness, while 
engaged in the duties of surgeon in the army, 
at Corinth. In a letter dated March 27, 1862, 
he exclaims : “ My ministry ! 0 my ministry ! 
I would that I could obliterate from the pages 
of memory the remembrance of the last eleven 
years — sad years they have been! The first 
ears of my ministerial life (and up to the sad 
our that I located) were happy years. I know 
that I was the honored instrument, in the hands 
of God, of leading many a poor wanderer to the 
cross of my blessed Saviour, and many of this 
number have gone to their better home in 
heaven. But, alas ! alas ! how little have I 
done since my location ! But for my trust in 
the pardoning mercy of my Heavenly Father, 
my spirit would sink within me, and deep gloom 
and sad despair would drive me to hopeless 
despondency. I have sought — yes, earnestly 
sought — for forgiveness of the past ; and all I 
now desire is to have my way opened for a full 
and hearty return, and an entire consecration 
of myself to God and his work, for the remain- 
ing days of my life. I cannot be happy out of 
the field in which I have been called of God to 
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labor. It is to me a source of inexpressible sor- 
row that I have made a portion of my life a 
perfect blank, so far as my usefulness is to be 
taken into the account. I do not know but that 
I am serving God and my country as effectually 
now as I could in any other field ; but when I 
am removed from this post, I hope to be trans- 
ferred to one where my usefulness will be known 
and felt.” The opportunity this touching pas- 
sage shows his heart was yearning for, soon pre- 
sented. In 1864, he was received into the 
Florida Conference, and stationed at Thomas- 
ville, Ga., and at the last session of our body 
was appointed Presiding Elder of the Tallahas- 
see District. In this high and responsible office, 
he showed himself to be possessed of rare ad- 
ministrative ability. But as a pastor in this 
large field of usefulness, he discovered himself 
to be the “workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed.” His pulpit efforts were earnest, prac- 
tical, forcible. Wherever he preached, he made 
a deep impression on minus not commonly 
reached, ana which are never convicted, except 
by the word accompanied by the Holy Spirit 
Heart, mind, and physical powers were all put 
to the test in the fulfillment of the duties of liis 
best-loved vocation. The ministerial brethren 
over whom "the Holy Ghost had made him 
overseer,” found in him a wise counselor and a 
sympathizing friend. While his genial nature at- 
tached him to all as a companion, his steady devo- 
tion to the cause of Christ, and to the success of 
his work, and to the wants and welfare of the 
ministry in his charge, endeared him to them as 
a true brother. That a fresh consecration of 
himself to the high calling of an embassador 
for Christ, gave spirit and power to his ministry 
in the itinerant ranks, stands out prominently 
in all the circumstances of his last sickness. 
Such was his determination not to leave duty 
undone, that he attempted to perform it when 
his disease had made such progress, that, after 
reaching the place of his last appointment, it 
prevented his attending the churcn, and he re- 
turned home to die. Amidst the torture of 
pain, the depression of a husband and father 
anticipating a speedy and the saddest separation 
from wife and children, and the failing of the 
mental powers, he never lost sight of the cross 
and the Christ of his love and salvation. Even 
when reason staggered, and the soul hovered on 
the shadowy verge of the spirit-land, the name 
of “ Jesus,” and the familiar songs of the pil- 
grim Zionward, would call it back to give a new 
testimony to its hope in the “ Name to sinners 
dear,” and to join yet once more in the praises 
of Him “ who is able to save to the uttermost all 
who come unto God by him.” He experienced 
the power of that grace which renews and per- 
fects the inner man as the outer man perishes 
and dissolves ; the strength of that love which 
is “ sweeter than life and stronger than death 
and the assurance of that faith which enabled 
him “to finish his course with joy;” and he 
has gone to his reward. 

Francis M. Wilson was born Dec. 22, 1833, 
joined the Church in 1849, and was born again 



July 6, 1850. He was licensed to preach in 
1854, admitted into the Florida Conference, Jan. 

3, 1855, and appointed to the Orange Mission. In 
1856, he traveled the Appling Circuit ; 1857, Cen- 
trevillage Circuit, and Saltillo Colored Mission ; 
1858, Columbia Circuit; 1859, Taylor Mission; 
1860-61, Ocmulgee Mission; 1862-63, Blake- 
ley Circuit; 1864, Newton Circuit;- 1865, Mor- 

g an Circuit, and in 1866 was appointed to the 
olquitt Circuit; taken sick Jan. 20, and died 
June 9. With the fortitude inspired only by 
the Holy Spirit, who calls the true Christian 
minister to his work, our lamented brother 
wrought in these various fields. Faithful to 
duty, punctual to his appointments, patient in 
trial, unmurmuring under hardships, he evinced 
that his heart was in the cause of Christ. Ever 
ready to do and to suffer for the sake of saving 
perishing sinners, he preached the gospel to the 
poor, and cheerfully worked with his own hands 
to support himself and family, when his charge 
failed to provide for his temporal wants. He 
bore his protracted illness with uncomplaining 
submission to the Divine will, and gave testi- 
mony that his future prospects were bright. 
Affliction ruffled not the calm peace of his soul, 
and perfect love had cast out all fear. Trusting 
in Jesus, the resurrection and the life, he 
walked through the valley of the shadow of 
death, fearing no evil, and now rests from his 
labors, and his works do follow him. 

Mahlon Bedell was born in North Carolina, 
Oct. 10, 1806, and died Nov. 28, 1865. He was 
reared by pious parents, converted in early life, 
began to preach the gospel while young, and 
connected himself with the South Carolina Con- 
ference. He labored in that until the formation 
of the Georgia Conference, and to that sustained 
the relations of itinerant, supernumerary, or 
superannuated preacher, until the organization 
of the Florida Conference out of the territory 
of the former. After the formation of this Con- 
ference, he labored in it with fidelity and zeal 
for some time, until disease forced him to super- 
annuation. Though greatly afflicted for years 
with paralysis, yet he continued to work in the 
great cause of the Divine Head of the Church, 
serving as a steward, and in other important 
capacities. For ten months prior to his death, 
he had not been out of his house, and for the 
reater portion of the time was confined to his 
ed. Yet he suffered the will of God with the 
patience and fortitude of the true follower of 
Him who was made perfect through suffering. 
During his last days he was found cheerful and 
rejoicing in hope, though his soul longed for a 
release from its shattered house of clay. No 
cloud overshadowed his spiritual sky, and he 
died, leaving his brethren the pattern of a godly 
life for their imitation.

Jesse Ellis died in great peace, in Montgom- 
ery county, Ala., April 29, 1866. The book 
containing sketches of the preachers of the Ala- 
bama Conference being in the hands of the Sec- 
retary of the Mobile Conference, we have no 
means of ascertaining many particulars, which, 
we are persuaded, would be of great interest to 
his brethren. We learn that he was born in 
North Carolina, in the year 1790. While quite 
young, he went to South Carolina; thence, 
about the year 1819, to Alabama, and, about 
the year 1832, joined the Alabama Conference, 
of which he remained a member until his death. 
He was one of the pioneer preachers in East 
Alabama, while occupied by the Creek Indians, 
up to the year 1836. Before the Creek Terri- 
tory of Alabama passed under the control of 
the whites, he was employed in collecting to- 
gether, and organizing into societies, the erni- 
rants from other States, who were Methodists, 
uilding up Churches, teaching the doctrines of 
the gospel, and boldly denouncing the vices 
then prevailing and peculiar to a newly settled 
country. Two of his sons became Methodist 
preachers, and others occupy respectable posi- 
tions of public trust. The passing away of 
brethren from the ministerial ranks admonishes 
us that we too must soon depart, to give account 
to the Chief Shepherd for the manner in which 
we have watched over and fed his flock. May 
his strong faith and noble sacrifices in the ser- 
vice of Christ stimulate us to work while it is 
day, to sow the seed of Bible-truths beside all 
waters, so that in the end we may hear it said : 
“Well done, good and faithful servants, enter 
ye into the joy of your Lord.”

Edwin Baldwin. — Among the distinguished 
men who have died in connection with the 
Southern Methodist Church during the past 
ear, the name of Baldwin stands preeminent. 

. D. Baldwin, of Tennessee, was perhaps the 
most shining mark that death has found among 
the numbers of the dead of 1866. But what he 
was to Tennessee the same was Edwin Baldwin 
to Alabama. Even among such names as Baker, 
and Goodman, and Harris, and Crawford, the 
name of Baldwin stands a peer. Whatever gifts 
of intellect or heart, whatever riches of experi- 
ence or graces of person were displayed in them, 
formed a counterpart in the varied learning, 
eloquence, earnestness, and power that are laid 
in the grave of Edwin Baldwin. He was a na- 
tive of Georgia, and died in Selma, Ala., Jan. 
9, 1866, at the age of thirty-eight years. In 
early life he emigrated with his father to Mobile, 
Ala., and soon afterward joined a volunteer 
company in New Orleans, and served in Mexico 
during the Mexican war. On his return, he 
studied and taught elocution in the school of 
Prof. Copeland in several of the towns and cities 
of South Alabama. He was converted at Hayne- 
ville, Ala., about the year 1850, under the min- 
istry of J. T. Heard and J. Barker. He imme- 
diately began preaching in the ministry of the 
Methodist Protestant Church, and labored for 
four years in Butler and Sumter counties, Ala.

As a 
preacher, Brother Harris was comprehensive in 
thought, logical in arrangement, earnest in man- 
ner, and full of imagination in the high sense of 
creativeness. His manuscript sermons abound 
in thought, in imagination, and breathe the 
spirit of solemn earnestness. They would be a 
valuable addition to the literature of the Church, 
and ought to be published. The sun of our 
young and gifted brother has gone down early; 
and while, because of artificial stimulants which 
his medical advisers ordered as the only means 
of prolonging life, during the last year of mortal 
struggle, it did not shine out at the moment of 
setting in the full splendor of reason and con- 
sciousness, still, when we recall his pure life, his 
child-like piety, his unremitting devotion to God 
during the years of his itinerancy, and then the 
undoubting testimony to the saving power of 
the blood of Christ, which he bore so unequivo- 
cally in his last lucid exercise of reason, we have 
full confidence that he is now at rest with God. 

Andrew Jackson Crawford was one of the 
oldest members of the Mobile Conference, having 
for a number of years occupied the relation of a 
superannuated preacher. He was born in Ten- 
nessee, and fought in the battle of New Orleans 
during the war of 1812, under the distinguished 
General whose name he bore. While yet a 
young man he embraced religion, and became a 
member of the Tennessee Conference, at the time 
including the territory south of the Tennessee 
River, and east of Mississippi. He was sent out 
by the United States Government as a surveyor 
of lands in the Cherokee Nation, at the same 
time preaching as a missionary to the Indians. 
About the year 1835, he emigrated to Alabama, 
and served for some years as Register of the 
Land-office at Demopolis. After this he became 
a member of the Alabama Conference, and trav- 
eled for several years as an itinerant preacher. 
When his health became too feeble to travel 
longer, he settled at his home in Marengo county, 
and continued for many years, by his intelligence 
and public spirit, a useful citizen as well as an 
earnest and devoted Christian. He died in July, 
1866, leaving an aged widow and several grown- 
up children in comfortable circumstances. The 
characteristics of Brother Crawford were firm- 
ness of purpose, inflexible integrity of character, 
and pureness of heart. In the various relations 
ol life he was known as a man of principle, 
touched with something of the imperious and 
uncompromising spirit of his great commander, 
but ever accessible to the appeals of justice or 
of mercy. Hence he was popular with his fel- 
low-citizens, and was invested by them with 
offices of public trust. As a Christian, his life 
was pure and Bpotless, and his devotion to the 
Church was only limited by his strength and 
means. A lengthened and varied experience of 
human life led him through many labors and 
trials, but his faith remained pure, and his love 
for mankind waxed stronger, while his zeal for 



Christ never abated from declining years or in- 
creasing infirmities. As a preacher, his style 
was clear and vigorous, his manner earnest and 
persuasive, and the substance of his sermons 
rich and instructive. His white hair and florid 
complexion rendered his appearance venerable, 
and none ever doubted the sincerity of his belief 
in those truths which he had preached from 
youth to old age, to men of every race, white, 
red, and black, and to every class of society, 
whether civilized or savage. His death still 
farther thins the ranks of the pioneers of Meth- 
odism who planted the seeds of the gospel in the 
virgin soils of the great South-west, but he real- 
ized in himself the promise to the good man of 
being full of days, riches, and honor, and we 
consign his memory, with confidence, to the 
keeping of the generations that are to come after 
him and after ourselves.

John D. Shaw. 1. 

John D. Shaw died at the residence of Mrs. 
Lobdell, in Bolivar county, Miss., Oct. 30, 1866. 
Brother Shaw was born in Londonderry county, 
Ireland, about thirty-two or thirty-three years 
ago, and was awakened and converted there, 
toward the close of the year 1850. He emi- 

f rated to this country, and joined the Methodist 
Ipiscopal Church, South, at Jackson, La., in 
February, 1851, and was for some time a stu- 
dent of Centenary College there, but for how 
long, we are not able to say. He there, how- 
ever, indulged and established in his heart a 
strong desire for knowledge — useful knowledge 
— that it might become wisdom in his hands 
while doing good to others. This desire con- 
tinued with him to the day of his death ; and, 
in consequence, like his countryman, Dr. Adam 
Clarke, he always “ intermeddled himself with 
all wisdom.” Not having access to the records, 
we are not able to state what year he entered 
the ministry as a traveling preacher, but he has 
been in the work for twelve, if not fourteen 
years, a “workman that needed not to be 
ashamed.” He constantly carried with him his 
Greek Testament and other books, and read in 
them daily, in spite of all obstacles. His preach- 
ing talents, in the command of language, were 
not great, but his manner of presenting a sub- 
ject was always interesting, and purely his own. 
He labored much and efficiently, and was always 
an able helper in a quarterly and protracted 
meeting. But few men, we believe, could have 
gone through and accomplished the work, or 
would have been willing to encounter the hard- 
ships, exposures, and toils of an itinerant preach- 
er’s life, as did Brother Shaw, in the alluvial 
region of country where the last years of his 
ministry were spent — where the almost endless 
swamps, bayous, rivers, lakes, and bad roads, are 
enough to appall a very stout heart — but they 
deterred him not, not even when the entire 
country became a great waste of waters from 
the overflow of the Mississippi River ; for then 
he would mount his canoe instead of his horse, 
and without any road to guide him, other than 
the eye of an experienced woodsman, he would 
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transport himself from appointment to appoint- 
ment, as if no serious obstacles intervened. 
During last fall, at a protracted meeting at 
which great good was done, he labored much, 
and, at the close of it, he was taken sick with 
the common chill and fever of the country, fol- 
lowed by bilious fever, with a tendency to jaun- 
dice — the type of all the fevers of the past year 
— and was seriously ill for about two weeks, at 
the house of D. Bell, Esq., Sheriff of Bolivar 
county. The crisis of the disease, however, 
passed, and when somewhat convalescent, he 
made an effort to ride on horseback to meet his 
younger brother, whom he expected with a 
friend from Ireland ; and while passing through 
Prentiss, where the Circuit Court was in session, 
he there fell a victim to his great desire for ob- 
taining knowledge and information. The day 
was raw and cold, and the court-house quite 
open ; and while there waiting to hear and see 
something that he did not know before, he 
caught cold, and this brought on a relapse of 
his former severe sickness, with the aggravation 
of an enfeebled and exhausted frame to resist 
it ; and though he was able to reach the house 
of the excellent lady above named, where every 
thing that medical skill and unremitting atten- 
tion could do was cheerfully bestowed, yet this 
relapse soon terminated his earthly existence. 
His anxiously looked-for brother got to him on 
Saturday, and was with him until Tuesday, 
when he died, for which he was very grateful 
to Heaven, and expressed his thankfulness. He 
did not apprehend death to be near, but said 
that he was prepared for it. On the morning 
of the day of his death, he said to his brother, 
who was then holding him up, “ They are com- 
ing! Come, Lord Jesus; come quickly !” And 
in the evening, his last words were, “ My belief 
is in Jesus.” And then, as if falling into a 
slumber, his body calmly and peacefully reposed 
itself in death, and his liberated soul fled from 
the troubles and miseries of earth to a realization 
of the joys and happiness of heaven.

John A. Vincent, Thomas M. Melugin. 2. 

John A. Vincent was born in Maury county, 
Tenn., Sept. 24, 1811. He was the child of 
strictly pious parents, who trained him up in the 
w T ay he should go. His early youth Vas char- 
acterized by singular modesty, and freedom from 
the vices that usually beset young men ; and as 
might have been expected, he was converted to 
God in his fourteenth year, and soon after united 
with the M. E. Church. He was licensed to 
preach Oct. 2, 1837, and admitted on trial as a 
traveling preacher among us in the fall of 
1838, and thenceforth served the Church with 
great acceptableness as a circuit preacher and 
residing elder until 1855, at which time his 
ealth failed, and he was honorably located at 
his own request. He continued in his local re- 
lation for three years, when, believing his health 
sufficiently restored, he returned to the traveling 
connection. During the next two years, he 
traveled the Denmark Circuit, soon after which 
his health again failed, and he received a super- 
annuated relation, in which he continued until 
the fall of 1865 ; then, trusting to better health, 
he was put on the effective list, and appointed 
to the Jackson Circuit. He entered at once upon 
his work under hopeful auspices, for no man 
could have been more acceptable to the people 
of his charge. On Sabbath before his lamented 



death he preached twice, and on Monday reached 
his home. As was his custom, in the evening 
he called his family together for prayer. He 
read and prayed as usual, and before going to 
bed he knelt by his bedside and commended 
himself to God in secret prayer. Continuing on 
his knees much longer than usual, his faitnful 
wife, who was kneeling by his side, discovered 
that he was seized with a spasm, and calling for 
assistance, she laid him on the bed in a state of 
unconsciousness. He, however, recovered par- 
tially ; but with a return of spasms on the follow- 
ing day, he breathed his last, and went to his 
reward in heaven, in the fifty-fifth year of his 
age. His talents as a preacher were highly re- 
spectable. His character was untarnished by a 
single blot, and a better man, we honestly be- 
lieve, we never knew. This is no empty eulogy, 
but will be accorded to him by the thousands to 
whom his ministry was a blessing. 

Thomas Maddin Melugin departed this life, 
at his father’s residence, near Covington, Tenn., 
April 2, 1866. He was born Sept. 17, 1838 ; 
professed religion, and joined the M. E. Church, 
South, in 1853, in which he lived a pious, con- 
sistent member until his death. In August, 
1861, he was licensed to preach, and in Novem- 
ber following, he was admitted into the Memphis 
Conference on trial, and was sent to the La 
Grange Circuit. In 1862, he was assigned to 
the Randolph Circuit ; and in 1863, to the Hunt- 
ingdon Circuit, where his health failed, and he 
was compelled to leave the work. In 1864, he 
received a supernumerary relation, in which he 
w r as assigned to the Randolph Circuit. In 1865, 
his health not having improved, he was continued 
a supernumerary, and assigned to the Coving- 
ton Station, where he fell at his post. Brother 
Melugin w r as a pious and upright Christian gen- 
tleman. Having enjoyed the advantages of 
proper early training, he was always moral, and 
having many years since sought the favor of 
God, he was ready when the summons came. 
One of the committee on memoirs (J. W. Mathis) 
visited him often during his protracted illness, 
and found him patiently waiting his Master’s 
call. Several times during his sickness, he 
spoke of death, and said, “ The Lord’s will be 
done.” Thus has another of our ministerial 
band, young in years, but rich in experience and 
faith, been taken from his labors on earth to his 
reward in heaven.

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Fletcher Tarrant. — Of this devoted Chris- 
tian minister we have been able to collect no 
authentic statistics. He was, however, of a 
good Methodist family, a deeply pious man, and 
faithful to his trust. He died on the Swan Cir- 
cuit during the year 1866. His end was peace. 

Robert L. Andrews was reared in William- 
son county, Tenn., and was connected with a 
large and respectable family. In early life he 
professed saving faith, and was admitted into 
the Tennessee Conference on trial in 1829. He 
made rapid improvement, and soon rose to posi- 
tion in the Church. He filled many important 
and responsible stations in the Tennessee and 
Memphis Conferences. On the circuit, in the city 
station, on the district as presiding elder, every- 
where he was useful and beloved. His person 
was agreeable, his manners gentle, his spirit 
kind, his disposition amiable, and his piety deep 
and uniform. He reared a large family, and 
had around him an abundance of worldly goods ; 
but was stripped of nearly all during the prog- 
ress of the dreadful war. In the winter of 
1864, he removed his family to a more quiet 
location, in Mississippi, and here he found rest ; 
for, during the year 1865, he fell asleep in Jesus, 
after thirty-five years’ faithful toil as a minister 
of Christ. 

Elisha Carr was a native of Tennessee. His 
father, William Carr, was a pioneer, and was 
among the first Methodists in Middle Tennessee. 
He was for more than fifty years a devout 
Christian, and exercised great influence in the 
Church, as an exhorter and class-leader. Elisha 
was early taught the principles of Christianity, 
and in his youth embraced by faith the prom- 
ises of the gospel. His experience as a Chris- 
tian was deep, and his light always shone. In 
1831, he was admitted on trial in the Tennessee 
Conference, and continued without abatement 
in the work of his Master, till called from labor 
to reward. He filled many appointments in the 
mountains, in the western portion of the State, 
and North Alabama. Many years of his minis- 
terial life were devoted to the colored people, 
among whom he was eminently useful. Elisha 
Carr was extensively known and greatly be- 
loved. His talents were not of a high order, 
but he diligently improved his Lord’s money. 
He literally went about doing good. In the 
pulpit, in the class-room, at the prayer-meeting, 
in private families, at camp-meetings, in winter 
and summer, night and day, for thirty-five years, 
he followed one calling, and exerted all his 
power in glorifying God and promoting the hap- 
piness of man. All the time he was a man of 
affliction, yet he ceased not to work to the ut- 
most of his ability. He was emphatically a 
good and faithful servant, and led a blameless 
life. He died in his sixtieth year, in the city 
of Nashville, Feb. 2, 1866. His end was peace- 
ful and his reward glorious. 

Robert C. Hatton. — This eminent and ven- 
erable minister of the gospel died at Lebanon, 
Tenn., Sept. 1, 1866. His name first appears in 



the General Minutes in connection with the 
Genessee Conference, in 1825. He was, how- 
ever, converted in Madison county, Ky., in 
1810, and immediately commenced exhorting, 
was licensed to preacn, and was employed by 
the presiding elder. He afterward labored for 
several years in the Pittsburgh Conference, where 
he filled some of the most prominent stations in 
that field of toil. He became a member of the 
Tennessee Conference in 1838. From that time 
till -released from labor by his Master, he was 
faithful and true, and eminently useful. He 
filled many important charges. He was on the 
circuit, in the station, on the district, and always 
had the esteem and respect of his brethren in 
the ministry and the people among whom he 
labored. His person was commanding, his 
voice full and musical, his manner was solemn, 
and his appeals often powerful, moving vast as- 
semblies. His natural powers were of a supe- 
rior order. These, improved by study and 
sanctified by grace, placed him far above ordi- 
nary men. His life was a beautiful exemplifi- 
cation of practical Christianity, and his death 
calm, peaceful, ay, triumphant. He sleeps by 
his son, the Hon. Kobert Hatton, who was a 
Christian, and preceded his revered father to the 
romised land. United in life, undivided in 
eath, they will rise together at the sound of 
the last trumpet, and live for ever with the 
Lord! 

Samuel Davies Baldwin was born in Wor- 
thington, Ohio, Nov. 24, 1818. His parents 
were Presbyterians, and named their son Samuel 
Davies, in honor of the celebrated and distin- 
guished Virginia minister of that name. They 
were poor, but highly respectable. Unable to 
educate their son and subsist a large family in 
the manner they -desired, young Samuel, at an 
early age, left home in pursuit of employment, 
that he might relieve his parents, and procure 
the means of an education. He devoted him- 
self to hard labor as a mechanic, and on the 
steamers of the Western waters. Having made 
some progress in the elementary principles of an 
education, and procured some means, he entered 
Woodward College, in Cincinnati, where he 
graduated with high honor. He was the class- 
mate of many who became distinguished in after 
years. Among those were the Rev. L. D. Hus- 
ton, D.D., the Hon. George H. Pendleton, and 
the Hon. George E. Pugn. At college, young 
Baldwin stood in the first rank. He acquired 
knowledge with great rapidity, and was partic- 
ularly expert in the languages. He is said to 
have been one of, if not, indeed, the most thor- 
ough Greek scholar, who ever graduated in 
Woodward College. It was here he laid the 
foundation of that learning and scholarship in 
which he became eminent. He mastered many 
languages. Indeed, the facility with which he 
acquired knowledge was a wonder to his friends. 
While a student, he became deeply impressed 
on the subject of religion, and was happily con- 
verted to God among the Methodists, and united 
with that branch of the Christian Church. This 
was to his parents a sad disappointment. He 
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had been born and baptized in their Church ; he carried bread, and clothing, and money, and 
bore the name of a great and good minister of words of comfort, to the cell, and mitigated the 
their Church; when born and baptized, he was, horrors of prison-life.

Jesse G. Swisher was born April 3, 1803. In 
his fifteenth year, he was happily converted to 
God. In the year 1841, he was licensed to 
reach ; and, after traveling for some time un- 
er the direction of a presiding elder, he joined 
the Holston Conference in 1844, in which he 
made a very efficient traveling minister until 
his death. During the twenty-five years of his 
itinerancy, he was in charge of various circuits 
within our bounds, and proved himself a faith- 
ful, thorough- going, self-sacrificing, and success- 
ful minister of Jesus Christ. His last appoint- 
ment, which he received at the last session <}f 
our Conference, at Marion, Va., 1865, was to the 
Charleston and Decatur Circuit, where he “ fin- 
ished his course,” most triumphantly, July 22, 
1866, in the sixtv-third year of his age, and the 
twenty-fifth of his ministry. For many days 
before his death, he seemed to be in ecstasies of 
joy, especially on the 12th and 13th of July, 
which he desired his daughter to date as the 
happiest days of his life. So anxious was he to 
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work for God and the Church to the last, that 
he sent for some whom he had taken into the 
Church on probation to come to his room, and 
there he received them into full membership, ac- 
cording to the new law of the Church. During 
the last hours of his life, when he could not 
speak above a whisper, he feebly uttered, “Joy! 
happy! happy! happy! All men, praise the 
Lord! Let angels rejoice!” He passed away 
from earth, saying, “ Tell Brother Long (his pre- 
siding elder) to inform the Holston Conference 
that I died at my post, and my last breath was, 
God bless the Holston Conference!" Brother 
Swisher possessed respectable preaching abili- 
ties, was mighty in exhortation, abundant in 
labors, strong in faith, exemplary in life, and 
victorious in death. 

Daniel R. Reagan was horn in 1834. He 
was a member of the Holston Conference for 
some four or five years before his death. His 
talents, as a preacher, were quite respectable ; 
his devotion and attachments for the Church, 
and the cause of God, fixed and uniform; and 
his success in his work such as evinced that he 
was called to preach the gospel. It may be said 
of him, “ He was joyful in hope, fervent in spirit, 
giving glory to Goa.” The fortunes of the late 
war were such as induced him to leave his native 
Tennessee, and seek a home among strangers, 
in Georgia. There he was indefatigable in his 
labors for Christ, and had the unspeakable joy 
of winning souls to the hallowed cross. He was 
afflicted about two weeks, during which time he 
suffered greatly; but he “endured, as seeing 
Him who is invisible.” Often, while suffering 
acutely, was he heard to rejoice in prospect of a 
home in heaven. Once he said, If my Father 
were to call me now, I was never better pre- 
pared to go.” When informed that he had but 
a short time to live, he calmly said, “ It is all 
right; Thy will be done.” His message to his 
friends in Tennessee was, “Just tell them that I 
die in the full triumphs of a living faith, and to 
meet me in heaven.” His last words were of 
heaven, and his triumphs through the blood of 
the Lamb. Thus died our Brother Reagan, in 
Merriwether county, Ga., Aug. 17, 1865, in the 
thirty-first year of his age. 

John D. Wagg, son of the Rev. James Wagg, 
of Jefferson, N. C., was born July 8, 1835. In 
early life he embraced religion, and joined the 
M. E. Church, South. He was admitted into 
the Holston Conference, on trial, in October, 
1858; ordained deacon in 1860, and elder in 
1862. His first appointment was to Russell Mis- 
sion, in 1858 ; his second, Pearisburg Circuit, as 
junior preacher; his third, Hillsville Station; 
his fourth, Asheville Station ; and his fifth, Bris- 
tol Station. In 1865, he was granted a super- 
annuated relation, in consequence of his declin- 
ing health. During the first stage of his disease, 
he seemed to be exceedingly anxious to live, to 
en j°y the society of his brethren, and preach 
the gospel of God’s grace; but as the time of 
his departure drew near, he became more willing 
to depart, till at the time of his death, he mani- 



fested considerable anxiety to be “ absent from 
the body and present with the Lord.” But a 
short time before his death, he said to some of 
his brethren in the ministry, “ I would love to 
be with you in the great work, were it the 
Lord’s will. I would love to preach again. I 
think I would make a better preacher. Brethren , 
preach Jesus; 0, preach Jesus , and him crucified; 
preach Jesus more earnestly." Only a few min- 
utes before he died, when he could scarcely 
speak, he was Jtieard to say, "Glory! glory to 
Jesus!" “And when he had said this, he fell 
asleep in Jesus,” on the 13th of June, 1866. 
Brother Wagg’s abilities as a preacher were 
above ordinary ; his meekness and piety worthy 
our imitatiOTi; and when death came, he was 
ready. 

George Marion Proffitt was born in Yan- 
cey county, N. C. He professed religion, and 
joined the Church, in 1849, when but a youth 
of fourteen years. He was admitted into the 
Holston Conference, on trial, at the session of 
our Conference held at Chattanooga in' 1858. 
His first appointment was to the Cleveland Cir- 
cuit, as junior preacher; his sfecond year was 
spent on Spencer Mission ; his third, on Sulphur 
Springs Circuit ; his fourth, on Newport Circuit. 
His health having failed, he went to Florida, 
where he died on Sunday, June 5, 1864, at a 
lace called Live Oak. From his last letters to 
is father, as well as from his exemplary and 
pious life, we feel assured that his end was 
peace, and that he rests with the redeemed of 
the Lord in heaven. He sleeps far from his 
brethren of the Holston Conference, but the 
morning of the resurrection will bring us all to- 
gether again. 

James R. Ballew was born in Buncombe 
county, N. C., Nov. 29, 1836. He was converted, 
and joined the Church, in early life ; was licensed 
to exhort in April, 1859 ; and in the spring of 
1860, he obtained a license to preach. In Oc- 
tober, 1860, he was admitted on trial into the 
Holston Conference, and was appointed to the 
Echota and Cheoah Mission. His second and 
third years were on the Catawba Circuit; his 
fourth, on Waynesville Circuit. His last ap- 
ointment was to the Burnsville Circuit, whicn, 
owever, he did not fill, as he was summoned 
by his Master to quit the field of labor, and 
enter upon his reward. He died of typhoid 
fever, Nov. 28, 1864, in hope of the crown of 
life. Brother Ballew was a young man of con- 
siderable promise.

James Harvey Brooking died at his resi- 
dence in Burlington, Boone county, Ky., Sept. 
20, 1865. He was born in Virginia, May 20, 
1809. After the removal of his father to Ken- 
tucky, Mr. Brooking received a regular training 
in the office of the Clerk of Montgomery county, 
where he also studied law, and was licensed to 
practice. On the 2d of December, 1831, he was 
converted, and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. In 1852, he was licensed to preach the 
gospel, and admitted on trial into the traveling 
connection in the Kentucky Conference. He 
had received a good education ; but such was 
his modesty and diffidence, that he seldom spoke 
of his early advantages, or sought to bring him- 
self into notice among his brethren. He had a 
well-cultivated mind, and his talents were above 
the medium standard. As a Christian, his piety 
was deep, uniform, and exemplary. As a min- 
ister of the gospel, he labored beyond his 
strength to promote the cause of God. He re- 
tired from the regular ministry on account of 
his health, and returned to it again a few years 
ago, and continued until the last Conference, 
wnen he was placed on the supernumerary list. 
His last affliction found him steadfast in the 
faith of Christ, both ready and willing to obey 
the summons of his Lord. 

Thomas Hall was a native of Maryland, 
brought up in the city of Baltimore. He joined 
the Kentucky Conference, at its session in 
Louisville, Oct. 13, 1831, and was appointed to 
Highland Circuit. In 1832, he was appointed, 
with John Sandusky, to Lebanon ; in 1833, with 
Gilby Kelly, to Big Sandy; in 1834, with 
Thomas Rankin, to Falmouth ; in 1835, to Pike- 
ton Mission; in 1836, to Bowling-green. He 
received several appointments after this; but, 
his health failing, he was finally placed on the 
superannuated list, about the year 1855. His 
mode of life and manner of preaching were 
somewhat peculiar. He loved to move among 
the children of nature, and commune with those 
objects which had been formed by God’s own 
hand ; hence he preferred sparsely settled and 
obscure regions as his fields of labor. It is said 
that he seldom preached more than fifteen min- 
utes. He spent most of his time in visiting 
from house to house, and made the poor the 
special object of his care and attention. He 
was a very large man, and in middle life his 
strength was equal to his frame. His move- 
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ments were quick and vigorous, and, from 
choice, he often traveled on foot, though leading 
a horse by his side. As he neared the close ot 
life, he expressed a single regret: that he had 
not prayed more. He was conscious to the last 
moment, and in great composure bade his friends 
good-by. He died at the house of his friend, 
George Miller, in Carroll county, Ky., June 15, 
1866. He was a godly man, and rests in 
heaven.

Richard Tydings, George W. Taylor.* 2. 

Richard Tydings was born in Anne Arundel 
county, Md., June 16, 1783. His father, Keely 
Tydings, was a soldier in the war of the Revo- 
lution, and served four years under the imme- 
diate command of Gen. Washington. He was 
converted, and joined the M. E. Church, in about 
the year 1804; and, on Nov. 23, 1805, he was 
licensed to exhort by the Quarterly Conference 
of Severn Circuit, Daniel Hitt, P. E., and his 
license was renewed by the same, Jan. 31, 1807; 
and again, by Nelson Reed, Jan. 7, 1808. He 
was married, July, 1806, to Miss Mary Mulliken, 
of Anne Arundel county, Md., who died Oct. 13, 
1807, leaving one child. In 1809, he was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Baltimore Conference, ap- 
ointed to Calvert Circuit, within which he was 
orn and brought up. He was married to his sec- 
ond wife, Miss Eliza A. L. Adams, daughter of 
Rev. Wesley Adams, of Fairfax county, Va., 
March 11, 1813. He remained in the Baltimore 
Conference until 1825, filling many important 
stations, among which were Baltimore and Pitts- 
burgh, receiving many members into the Church. 
In tlie spring of 1826, having received a transfer 
to the Kentucky Conference, he removed, and 
settled in Bath county, Ky. In this Conference 
he filled many important fields of labor, and 
was for years a presiding elder, and was several 
times elected a delegate to the General Confer- 
ence. About the year 1832, he published a book 
on “ Apostolic Succession” which was very favor- 
ably received by many of our best theologians. 
He w T as superannuated in 1857, having been an 
effective traveling preacher from 1809 to 1857, a 
eriod of forty-eight years. He died at his resi- 
ence in Bullitt county, Ky., Oct. 3, 1865, of a 
congestive chill, aged eighty-three years. He 
was speechless for some hours before his death, 
but seemed sensible to the last, being calm and 
peaceful. His last illness was short, without 
much apparent suffering, and he fell asleep as 

“ Sleep the blest, who sink to rest 
Upon the dear Redeemer’s breast.” 

Father Tydings was a cheerful, happy Christian ; 
a plain, and often very powerful, preacher ; a 
loving husband and father, and an excellent 
man in all the relations of life.

S. S. Headlee. — In preparing a memoir of 
our beloved brother, Samuel S. Headlee, we 
much regret that no account of his early life 
can be had ; but such information is not neces- 
sary to add interest to a sketch of the life and 
character of one whose later life was so well 
and so favorably known. His association with 
the members of this Conference for the last four- 
teen years, gives a sufficient acquaintance with 
him to raise in every heart an emotion of affec- 
tionate grief at the mere mention of his name 
and death. The first mention of his name in 
the records we now have of the Conference, is 
in the year 1854, when he was elected and or- 
dained deacon, and admitted into full connection 
with the Conference. It is not necessary to • 
mention the various circuits and fields of labor 
which he traveled; but let it suffice to say that 
in 1857 he was ordained elder, and received 
regular appointments from the Conference, and 
labored on them faithfully till the day of his 
death. In 1864, he was made Presiding Elder 
of the Lebanon District, and in 1865, was ap- 
pointed to the Springfield District. In this field 
of his ministerial labors he was humbly and de- 
votedly working when he was murdered. It is 
in sorrow that we have to use such a word in 
an' account of the demise of one of our brethren 
in the ministry, but in this case it is a sad fact. 

He was murdered! The facts connected with 
his death are briefly these : On the 28th of July 
last, he went to attend one of his regular ap- 
pointments in Webster county, at Pleasant View 
Church. A company of armed men preceded 
him to the place, with threats of violence in case 
he should preach there. When he came up, he 
went to the leader of the mob and calmly re- 
quested him to be quiet, assuring him that if he 
had violated any law he was willing to appear 
at the law’s tribunal and answer for his conduct. 
Failing to appease the mob, he proposed to re- 
tire with his congregation to his own land near 
by, and preach there. As he proceeded, he was 
followed and shot with three balls from a pistol. 
The wounds were fatal, and at ten o’clock p.h., 
July 28, 1866, he died. The spirit and conduct 
of our beloved brother in his last hours were 
such as become the Christian. He retained his

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right mind till the last, and employed his heart 
and intellect in religious exercises till his spirit 
fled to the presence of his God. Like his Sa- 
viour, in the last hour he prayed for his mur- 
derers. Their malignity and cruel wrong did 
not put out the flame of love that God had kin- 
dled in his heart ; and while we grieve to record 
his untimely death, we rejoice to have it to say 
that he so perfectly imitated his Lord, and died 
praying, “ Father, forgive them ! ” An hour be- 
fore he died, he quoted the words: “And God 
said, Let there be light ; and there was light.” 
He was unable to make any comment, but while 
the light of the glory-land was dawning upon his 
holy soul, we may well imagine what thoughts 
passed through his mind, and what emotions 
thrilled his heart. He requested his friends to 
sing the hymn commencing — “0 sing to me of 
heaven.” Then commending his family to God, 
and praying, “Lord Jesus, receive my spirit,” 
he calmly “fell on sleep.” We cannot fail to 
notice the perfect correspondence in the death 
of Brother Headlee and that of St. Stephen in 
all its particulars ; and as the holy Stephen was 
the first of Christian martyrs, Samuel S. Head- 
lee was the latest. Yes, our beloved Headlee 
was as true a martyr as has ever gone to receive 
the peculiar crown of those who “loved not their 
life unto the death.” Brother Headlee was an 
intelligent man, an excellent preacher, a faith- 
ful servant of our blessed Master, and a beloved 
brother to us all. In his death the Church suf- 
fers a sad and irreparable loss. We mourn his 
absence, but will strive to imitate his example. 

John McEwen. — We cannot say when and 
where Brother McEwen commenced to prea'ch 
the gospel. The first mention of his name on 
our present records is in 1854, when he was su- 
erannuated. He sustained that relation, we 
elieve, to the Conference till his death. But 
he was always ready and willing to do what he 
could. He preached faithfully, and his labors 
were blessed. He left his home in Wayne 
county, Mo., to visit his daughter in Saline 
county, and on the route, near Versailles, he 
was taken sick, and died Aug. 5, 1866. He was 
advanced in age, and had been much afflicted 
for years. He died in peace.

John Harris was born in 1792, and died in 
Oct., 1865, at his residence, in Pulaski county, 
Ark. His appointments lor the first six years 
were in the State of Missouri. He was then 
appointed to the Mount Prairie Circuit, in the 
Territory of Arkansas, and continued to labor 
in Arkansas to the day of his death. He was 
several years before his death in a superannu- 
ated relation. Brother Harris was a man of 
great faith, and deeply devoted to the cause of 
God. His efforts were sometimes crowned with 
wonderful success: he had many seals to his 
ministry. For several years before his death, 
he was in feeble health, and preached but sel- 
dom ; but his example and conversation ever 
gave evidence of the purity of his heart. His 
last days were peaceful and triumphant. 

Fountain Brown was born in Tennessee, 
about the year 1808. There he was converted, 
joined the M. E. Church, was licensed to preach, 
aud was received on trial in the traveling con- 
nection, by the Tennessee Conference, in 1830. 
He was immediately transferred to the Missouri 
Conference, which, at that time, extended over 
the Territory of Arkansas ; and, with the ex- 
ception of one year, in which he sustained a 
local relation, he was connected with the trav- 
eling ministrv to the end of his life. Brother 
Brown traveled through various parts of the 
State, on circuits and districts, always with ac- 
ceptability. In the fall of 1863, he was arrested 
by the Federal authorities, and sentenced to 
imprisonment in the Alton (Illinois) Peniten- 
tiary, where he remained until December, 1865, 
when he was released. He reached the neigh- 
borhood of his home aljout the 25th of De- 
cember, when he was suddenly attacked with 
disease, and died in a few hours, without the 

f ratification of meeting his beloved family, 
'rom all the information received, there was 
certainly no necessity for his arrest and impris- 
onment, and it can only be accounted for on the 
ground of the violent prejudices existing against 
the ministers of the M. E. Church, South. 
Brother Brown was a true man ; he was a 
faithful and useful minister of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and his name will ever be had in grate- 
ful remembrance. May the abundant grace of 
God rest upon his widow and childpen, who 
have passed through such a terrible ordeal in 
the past two years! 

Malcolm H. Turner was born May 13, 1831, 



in Georgia. He was trained up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord, and was in early 
life the subject of very serious impressions on 
the subject of religion. He joined the Church, 
as a seeker of religion, in 1850, but was never 
satisfied of his conversion till 1856. At a meet- 
ing at Chambersville, Ark., during that summer, 
he was powerfully converted, and immediately 
he felt impressed that it was his duty to preach. 
He was licensed to preach, and joined the 
Wachita Conference, the same year, and was 
appointed to the Magnolia Circuit, with J. P. 
Hulse. He was appointed to the Dallas Mission 
in 1857 ; to Paraclifta, 1858; to Jefferson, 1859; 
to Perryville, 1860; to Hampton, 1861; to 
Richmond, 1862; to Paraclifta, 1863. He was 
returned to the same work in 1864, as supernu- 
merary. Last fall he was continued in the same 
relation. Brother Turner was a. faithful and 
useful minister of Jesus Christ. He was much 
beloved, and wielded a precious influence upon 
all the people he served. He has left a widow, 
needing much the sympathy and prayers of the 
Church. We coula say much of this young 
embassador of Jesus Christ, but we forbear. He 
lived faithful, and his death was full of peace 
and triumph. His illness was protracted and 
painful, but throughout he evinced the sustain- 
ing power of that grace he had so often preached 
to others. 

Franklin F. Bond was born in 1828, in 
Georgia. His parents were religious. He was 
converted, and joined the Church, in 1853; was 
licensed to preach in 1854 ; 1856, he was em- 
ployed on the Bayou Metre Circuit, and recom- 
mended by the Quarterly Conference of that 
circuit to the Annual Conference. He was ad- 
mitted, and appointed to the Brownsville Cir- 
cuit, with Brother Caldwell; 1857, he was 
appointed to the Plum Bayou Circuit ; 1858, to 
the Jefferson Circuit; 1859, to Napoleon Sta- 
tion; 1860, to the Auburn Circuit; 1861, he 
served in the army as a volunteer ; 1862, he was 
appointed to the Lake Village Circuit ; 1863, to 
the Hamburg Circuit; 1864, to the Lacy Cir- 
cuit, and was reappointed to that circuit at our 
Conference last fall. Here he ended his labors, 
Aug. 12, 1866, and exchanged the cross for the 
crown. His life was laborious, and his death 
triumphant. He was much loved on all his 
various fields of labor. Franklin Bond was a 
noble, generous-hearted man, cheerful and happy 
— ever laboring to make others so about him. 
We cherish his memory with mingled emotions 
of pleasure and sadness. 

John C. L. Aikin was born in Alabama, in 
1820 ; professed religion in his sixteenth year ; 
was received into the Alabama Conference in 
1847 ; transferred to the Arkansas Conference 
in 1849, and was appointed to the Washington 
Circuit, with L. P. Lively. His second appoint- 
ment was to Batesville Station ; next, Princeton 
Circuit ; 1853 and 1854, he was supernumerary ; 
1855, was stationed in El Dorado; 1856 and 
1857, supernumerary ; 1858, was presiding elder 
on Washington District. His health failed, and 
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he had to give up the district. He was super- 
numerary the rest of his life. He was an in- 
valid for many years, suffering with disease of 
the larynx, wnich disqualified^ him for regular 
work. He was an excellent preacher. His ser- 
mons were always plain, practical, and full of 
pathos, which made him efficient in a revival. 
He was a devoted lover of Methodism and 
Methodist preachers. He was a warm friend 
and supporter of his circuit-preacher. He was 
a liberal, high-toned, Christian gentleman. He 
only considered himself the steward of the Lord, 
expending his property liberally for the poor 
and the Church. We might nil columns in 
commendation of this devoted, earnest, Christian 
man, and minister of Jesus, but we forbear, 
knowing his record is on high. He died, May 
17, 1866, as only a Christian can die : his work 
is done, and he lives with God.

Thomas F. Windsor was received into the 
traveling connection of the Texas Conference, 
Dec. 21, 1853.
